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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 34 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on October 16, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 19-33 and 35-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 19, it is unclear as to what is meant by "aminoplast former". 

The use of the preambular "A", as opposed to "The", in the dependent claims is queried. 

In claim 22, it is unclear if or how the recited polyamides are definitive of the natural 
polyamide per claim 21 given that they are disclosed as synthetic polyamides in [0019] of the 
specification. 

In claim 23, the language "or unbranched non-aromatic aldehydes, formaldehyde, 
acetaldehyde and glyoxal" is indefinite in that it is unclear as to whether the combination of all 
four aldehydes, as opposed to either one alone, is required. 

In claim 28, "wherein that the" is confusing. 

Claim 29 is confusing and not understood. 

In claim 33, there is no express antecedent basis for "the graft polymerization". 
In claim 35, there is no express antecedent basis for "said graft polymerization". 
In claim 41, it is unclear as to whether the polyamide component per claim 21 further 
comprises a synthetic polyamide or whether the copolymer per claim 21 is further admixed with 
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a synthetic polyamide. It is noted that the second option would engender a restriction 
requirement of said claim as being drawn to a patentably distinct group invention. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's certified English translations of the priority documents, filed March 24, 2009, 
have effectively overcome the rejection over Chatterji.
